J From the Philippine Islands, j 
I The Island of Negros and 
its People Described 
By Lieut. Price. 

Taboso Island, F. 1. 

[continued from last issue.] 
ISd. Nugget. — 

The padre, or priest, as I under*, 
stand it, was a Catholic priest with 
rank of captain in the Spanish Ar- j 
ray, which enabled him to give or- 1 
ders to the Spanish soldiers. The 
chief object of the priest was to 
get money from any source what- 
ever and by any means he chose to 
use. ThePilipino was required to 
pay for being born, pay for mar- 
riage ceremony, pay for living, j 
pay for dying and then his relatives 
were required to pay rent on his 
grave or else the bones were taken . 
up and piled in the corner of the 
cemetery in order to make room 
for one whose rent would be paid, j 
Great piles of bones andskulls can 
be seen to day in the cemeteries. If . 
the padre asked pay of a man and 
he refused, the man was imtnedi- : 
ately arrested and sent to Bacolod, 
the capital of the island, meanwhile 
the priest took whatever the man 
possessed. The people were made 
to give enormous sums annually to 
the church. In a town inhabited 
by very poor people can be found 

fine church and a still finer build- 
ing for the padre to occupy, both 
buildings being constructed with** 
out any cost to the priest. The 
priest never paid for anything, no 
'enumeration whatever was paid 
for the servant work about the 
house. Orders were given to own- 
ers to bring their cattle, sheep and 
horses to the priest, they dared not 
fail, for they knew that tbe prison 
doors stood open, and when once 
closed seldom if ever opened. It 
would have been appropriate to 
write above- the door of every pris- 
on, "Let those leave Hope behind 
who enter here" or "Ad infernos." 

I have a few of the elaborate 
robes worn by some of the padres 
who cast them away as they fled. 
They must have cost enormous 
sums. The convent was filled with 
handsome and costly furniture, 
while the houses of the congrega- 



tion were 



bare. The spa- 



. 



cious quarters of the priest were j. 
filled with the prettiest women of 
the land. There was no restriction 
as to number, the padre was lord. 
If the priest allowed his lustful de- 
sire to cause a fancy for a woman 
she was at once brought into the 
convent,, whether she desired to 
eome or not. M the woman had a 
husband and he rebelled, the sol- 
diers were ordered by this man 1 
with rank of Captain, to dispose of 
the husband. The man was either 
killed on the quiet or ebe impris 
oned falsely, and in many cases 
carried to the beech and shot. You 
can now see that the custom of big- 
amy, what little remains here, was 
introduced by the Spanish priests. 
Nicholas, our chief of scouts, who 
is by the way a fatalist, says that 
the custom came from the padres; 
that the people are great imitators, 
and when they saw their chief to 
whom, in their ignorance, they 
looked for spiritual salvation, tak- 
mto himself more than one 



woman, they naturally followed 
his custom. It seems that all the 
Spanish officers and priests had 
formed a kind of copartnership, 
and when one did anything he was 
of course sustained, and in conse 
quence the innocent were made to 
suffer and to die. Tbe padres were 
educated and endeavored to keepthe 
people blinded and in ignorance in 
order to steal from them. Only 
two remain now on the island. The 
only good one that ever came to 
Negros is now living in Talisay, a 
short distance from Bacolod. He 
is said to be really a good old man, 
and the people are yery fond of 
him. When the Spanish soldiers 
left the island the padre had to' go 
also, or some of those from whom 
he had taken a daughter or a wife 
no doubt would have disposed of 
him, as they would h^ve been dis 
posed of had they objected or re- 
belled. 

The people ar& all Catholics, 
they know no other religion. They 
still celebrate their feast days and 
gather into the churches on Sun 
day morning and have singing and 
music and a service conducted by 
one of their leaders. The people, 
for miles around, gather into the 
coast towns on Sunday for therein 
gious service, and bring their game 
cocks for the fights, which take 
place in the afternoon. A great 
deal of betting is done on the cock 
fights, tuba is sold to an excess and 
the people do most of their buying 
and selling. 

To have the title of a pueblo a 
town must possess a church ami a 
convent, the other towns- are called 
barrios, and are a part of some 
pueblo. The pueblos each have a 
municipal government consisting 
of a presidente, delegado de justi- 
cia, jefe militar, with teniente de 
policia, and delegado de hacienda. 
A barrio has a teniate who refers 
all matters to the presidente of the 
pueblo to which his barrio belongs. 
The general government is carried 
an at Bacolod and all criminals and 
cases of importance are sent there 
for final disposal. The mode of 
punishment for minor offenses has 
heretofore been whipping, since 
there was no fund from which to 
feed prisoners while they worked, 
but since the troops haye come the 
whipping is disposed of and offen- 
ders made to work. 

I do not think that it would be 
altogether out of place for me to 
mention that since I began this let- 
ter this morning, a chief of the in- 
smrrectos sent a band of his men 
into Foboso to kill us and return to 
him with our rifles. They did not 
kill any of us, neither did they get 
any rifles from tbe soldiers but we 
got six of them, four killed and 
two wounded. Many more were 
wounded but they escaped into the 
grass and were out of sight in a 
moment. 

The chief products of the island 
are sugar, tobacco, rice and maize, 
the sugar is all shipped to Iloilo to 
the English and Spanish companies 
who forward it either to Manila or 
Hong Kong. The greater part of 
the tobacco goes to Manila and is 
there manufactured into cigars a 
few of which return to the island. 
There is not enough rice for home 
consumption, and many cargoes are 
brought over from Panay. There 
is any quantity of timber here. 



There is not a saw mill on the iss 
land. All planks are either sawed 
or hewn by hand, which makes 
them yery expensive. The class 
of wood is the very best, a great 
many kinds being so heavy that 
they readily sink in water. The 
wood is susceptible of a very high 
polish. 

Transportation is chiefly by was 
ter, hence the towns are located 
along the coast. The kind of boat 
mostly used is the "lorcha," which 
is a two master with a capacity of 
about twel ye or fifteen tons, and 
having no keel or center board, is 
bceched at high tide, unloaded and 
reloaded at low tide and ready to 
go out on the next high tide. A 
steam tug is sometimes used for 
towing one or two lorchas. The 
"parao" is a smaller boat hewn 
from the trunk of a tree with its 
sides built up and pitched with tar. 
It has outriggers generally of 
bamboo. The paraos vary in size 
from six feet to seventy feet in 
length, and from one to ten in 
width. 

All the better class of people are 
able to read and write Bisayan, 
and quite a number can speak and 
write Spanish. The greater part 
of the middle class read and write 
Bisayon only. The handwriting of 
the Filipinos is all yery much 
alike. As a rule those who write 
write well. 

1 have written, as you see, just 
as the different subjects came into 
mind, without attempting arranges 
ment, and now 1 .desire to say a 
word about the future of the Filip- 
ino from a Negros poiut of view, 
and then I am through: The nas 
tiyes are naturally honest, with a 
few exceptions, and far more sus- 
ceptible of civilization than the Ne- 
gro. He is intelligent and would 
be comparatively easy to educate. 
As I have said before, he is a great 
imitator and would soon copy the 
customs of Americans. The Fil- 
ipino already looks upon the Amer- 
icans as the ideal nation, and he is 
right in that. The native is liking 
somewhat in gratitude. The 
truth is, he never had any thing to 
be grateful for until it was "Dew- 
ey in Manila." The troops are do- 
ing a good work for the island; the 
peaceful are protected, the undecis 
ded ones are persuaded, and soon 
become good citizens and those 
who care to fight, rob and steal, are 
hunted down and the ranks of the 
revolutionists, ladrones, tulisanes 
and Babaylanes are rapidly being 
deserted, and tbe people returning 
to their homes to work, and make 
an honest living. I am sure that 
after a very short while all will bo 
well in Negros. Schools haye al- 
ready been started in which En- 
glish will be exclusively taught and 
when American industry reaches 
here, and the people are paid for 
their work, the much loved siesta 
hour will be forgotten and soon 
Negros will be the richest of is- 
lands.

kiud hearted gentleman. Capt. 
P. H. Scott also contributed $12 
o.r $14 to the colored church which 
were used in buying presents for 
the colored children.

Our young friend John Wbel,- 
chel, of Anniston, Ala., came up

The first snow of the season here 
fell on Christmas day. The Blue 
Ridge was perfectly white all clay 
causing the north wind to feel very 
unpleasant to all fun lovers desir- 
ing to, he put of doors during the 
day. 

C. W. Ash, the overseer of the 
pumpkin county's pauper home 
aised more produce on the farm 
last year than has been for many, 
which shows that he thoroughly 
understands his business. Ho made 
27 one horse loads of hay, 1300 
bundles of fodder, 150 bushels of 
good corn, 33 gallons syrup, 40 or 
50 pounds of tobacco, 21 bushels of 
sweet potatoes, 5 bushels of Irish 
potatoes, four or five hundred good 
cabbage heads, and 5 bushels, of 
onions which he sold at -$1 per 
bushel. 

Christmas passed off very quiet- 
ly, with but htlje drinking and on- 
ly one little fuss which only dis- 
turbed the other citizens to the 
amount of three dollars as was 
believed by Mayor Price. Tho 
stores were all closed causing the 
day to look like Sunday had it not 
been for the explosion of fire 
crackers by tho little boys. No 
accident occurred from fire works 
in Dahlonega of a serious nature 
that we have hoard of. As is usu- 
al a few boys got their hands in- 
jured slightly. Taking everything 
into consideration a more pleasant 
and agreeable Christmas never 
passed off in Dahlonega. 

It becomes our sad duty this 
week to chronicle the death of J. 
W. Weaver, which occurred at his 
residence some three miles from 
Dahlonega on the 23rd ult. His 
death was not a surprise as he 
has been declining in health for sev- 
eral years. The deceased was one 
of Lumpkin county's most highly 
respected and public spirited citi- 
zens, one whose friends were num- 
bered by the hundreds. He leaves 
a wife and a number of sons and 
daughters to mourn his sad demise. 
His remains were laid to rest in 
Mt. Hope Cemetery at Dahlonega 
the following Sunday afternoon 
by his Masonic brethren in the 
presence of a large concourse of 
people. 

A few days before Christmas

He was caus- 
ed to come out from his hiding 
place and go before Mayor Price 
who fined the defendant two and 
cost. Tho negro had no money to 
pay his tine and was put in tho cal- 
aboose and only the inside door 
closed which gave him an opportu- 
nity to peep through the bars and 
look at his onco loyed wife who 
would go and stand about the pris- 
on door and sympathize with the 
darling of her heart. The negro 
seemed to delight in whipping his 
wife, and one day while she was 
standing at the door he had her 
to give him the chain to the out - 
side shutter which he pulled to and 
had his wife imprisoned between 
the two shutters, a space of about 
sixteen inches, and there jobbed 
her with a stick until her screams 
brought some one to her relief. Af- 
ter that some unknown person 
broke the prison lock and they 
are both gone to other parts and 
our citizens arc <rlad to get rid of 
them.

An old Violin, 

Editor Southern World: — 

I have seen quite a lot of late 
about old violins, and I wish to say 
that Mr. A. J. Taylor, of Atlanta, 
is thfi possessor of perhaps the old- 
est violin in the United States, one 
of only nine known to be in exist- 
ence. It -was built in 1516 by Gas- 
pard Diuffapuggar, who was born 
in Welch, Tarrell, in 1467. It is said 
that these old instruments are vaK 
«ed-from $4,000 to $6,000. The 
nine that are known are owned in 
the following places: Three are 
owned in Aixla Chappd, one in 
Boulogne, one in London, one in 
St. Petersburg, one in Florida and 
two in Atlanta, one of which is the 
property of A. J. Taylor. From 
records connected with this old vi 
olia it. is found that it once belonged 
to a Frenchman connected with 
John Robinson's Circus, of long 
ago, who had4n his possession rec- 
ords showing it was repaired and 
brought from France in 1712 by 
his ancestors. It also has the ma- 
ker's name in it and the date 1712, 
showing when it was repaired. 
Gaspard Diuffapuggar was called 
to the Court of France by the first 
King of France in 1510. Four 
years later he built this violin, 
which makes it 384 years old. It 
is quality and value of tone to any 
of like nature in the world. 

Mr. Taylor's address is Southern 
Ifcilway Shop's Atlanta, Ga., at 
which place h© works. He has 
owned this old violin for twenty 
years and is very proud of it and 
tabes great pleasure in showing it to 
ii'fendg. He has had many stranger 
to call to see it and they all view 
it with great curiosity.

FEAST ON HUMAN FLESH. 

AWFUL STORY OF SLAUGHTER 

OF NATIVES—BAKED AND 

EATEN. 

A special to The New York 
Times from Nashville, Tenn,, says: 
The Southern Presbyterian board 
of missions in this eity received 
letters today from the Rev. L. C. 
Vass and the Rev. H. P. Hawkins, 
missionaries of the church station 
ed at Lnebo, Congo Free State, 
Africa, giving accounts of the 
burning of 14 yillages and the kill- 
ing of 90 or more natives by state 
trooos. The report that some of 
the victims were eaten by cannibals 
add that the bodies of all who were 
slain were mutilated, their heads 
haying been cut off, 

Mr. Vass was formely of New- 
bern, N. C, and has been engaged 
in mission work at Luobo since 
February 18, 1899. Mr. Hawkins 
was formerly of Vicksburg, Miss. 
Mr. Vass stated lhat tidings of 
raiding by the Zappo Zaps in the 
Berna Kamby county having 
reached them, and the work of the 
missionaries being threatened, the 
ReV. VT.< H. Shepdard was sent to 
make an investigation. He went 
to the Zappo Zaps' camp and found 
that 14 villages bad beeii destroyed 
by fire and plundered, H6 saw 
47 bodies, lying round the carrjp. 
From three bodies the flesh had 
been carved and eaten. 

The chief said that 80 or 90 had 
been killed and five persons eaten 
by his people. Mr. Shedpard saw 
81 right hands cut. off and drying 
oyer a slow fire, in order to be af- 
terwards taken' back to the state 
officers. Sixty women prism 
were confined in a pen and 16 men 
had already been sent away priso- 
ners. 

It is said the raid was " ordered 
because the people could not pay 
the exorbitant tributo demanded 
by the state. 

The missionaries states that they 
reported the matter to the proper 
officials and demanded the with- 
drawal of the troops, and that the 
chief instituted a counter prosecu- 
tion ori account of the charges 
ado. The missionaries further 
y that the Zappo Zaps are a 
tribe kept "by the state for the pro- 
tection.

May Use Kites for War Signal. 

While pursuing his e^perimests 
in kite-flying at Bayotme, N. J., 
William A. Eddy has arriyed at a 
result which he believes can be 
made serviceable in war signaling 
aloft. According to Mr. Eddy, in 
his latest experiment, in which he 
sent aloft elictric lights drawn from 
the surrounding atmosphere, he 
has achieved a result hitherto un- 
known. It was at Bayonno one 
night recently that the experiment 
was conducted. At 7:40 o'clock a 
steady electric light emanating 
from a clear sky and without a bat- 
tery, friction machine or dynamo, 
began to glow at (he earth, and 
five minutes later it was paid out 
upward to a height of about 400 
feet, where it remained for half an 
hour. It was then hauled in for 
the purpose of changing the spark 
gap. This sparking apparatus op- 
erated by Mr. Eddy was suspended j 
from a steel wire sustained aloft 
by one kite six feet in diaineter, 
the wire being attached directly to 
the kite, which carried it upward 
without other cable or flying line. 
—Chicago Times-Herald.

We were down last Sun- 
day again and were perfectly as- 
tounded to see the amount of work 
that had been done in a couple of 
weeks. Lumpkin county feels 
proud of this great plant which is 
being put up by our northern 
friends who have confidence 
enough in our mines to come down 
here and spend their time and 
money so as to develop our miner- 
al resources.
